Memphis, Tenn., April 9 .—The levee 
at Helena, Ark., breaking, shot a hood 
of water twenty feet deep into the val­ 
ley town of 
Modoc, Ark., completely 
depopulating the town 
and

out even the strongest houses in the 
valley. 
The great 
mass 
of 
water 
formed a lake, hemmed in on three 
sides by the hills, and fed lrom the 
fourth by the river. 
The steamer Kate Adams was near 
Modoc when the levee broke and res­ 
cued those Imperiled, 
A hundred or 
more panic-stricken negroes were ta­ 
ken from a government barge, 
letter 
motor launches rescued a number of 
farm hands from the roofs of cabins, 
from trees and peaks ol knolls which 
were above the water. 
Three Mississippi 
river 
steamers 
have reached Memphis carrying bun 
dreds of homeless 
persons from 
the 
flood-swept lands oi' Arkansas in the 
Modoc territory. 
Many of these re­ 
port loss of 
life in the small 
towns 
that were inundated 
w hen 
the 
em­ 
bankment was breached. 
T here is no 
chance to verify such reports, but it 
is generally believed that there have 
been fatalities in Phillips county, Ar 
kansas. 
Refugees Lose Everything. 
The refugees saved none of their be. 
longings. 
Many of them were almost 
naked when they reached the 
fiver 
boats. 
The boat captains and 
more 
fortunate sufferers divided clothing 
with the needy. 
The steamer 
Kate 
Adams, which 
¡was near Modoc when the crevasses 
appeared near there, probably 
saved 
hundreds of lives by taking 
refugees 
from rafts 
and 
housetops.

put out a skiff to a woman who sat on 
the roof of her

April 9 .—Refu sal of the 
Su preme cou rt to reopen the “patent 
monopoly " case, which decision was 
handed down, will resu lt in legislation 
b y congress to correct the evils resu lt­ 
ing from the cou rt’s decision. 
Attorney General Wiekersham 
has 
evinced the keenest interest in the 
case and made an application for the 
government to Intervene ln ca« e the 
cou rt decided u pon a rehearing, b u t 
his motion was denied, together with 
that of the defendant in error, Margar 
ret Henry , who asked for the reopen­ 
ing of the ease. 
Under the decision of the Su preme 
cou rt, which was decided b y a vote of 
4 to 3 in favor of the A. B. Dick com­ 
pany of Chicago, a patentee of a ma­ 
chine or instru ment has the right to 
compel the pu rchaser of that patented 
article to b u y from him all the appu r­ 
tenances necessary to Its u se.
